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Dear Sir: 

The statement of reasons for allowance concludes by stating 
that "an elliptical stepping path, rather than an elliptical 
striding path is produced." Applicant respectfully questions why 
this statement was included in the statement of reasons for 
allowance, and neither understands nor agrees with its application 
to the allowed claims. In this regard, the allowed claims say 
nothing about a stepping path or a striding path, but rather, 
recite that a heel portion of each foot supporting link does not 
initially rise at a faster rate than an opposite, toe portion of 
the same foot supporting link as that foot supporting link begins 
moving forward from a rearwardmost position relative to the frame. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully seeks 
clarification on the record to reflect that the allowed claims are 
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in no way limited to an elliptical stepping path or an elliptical 
striding path.
